of beef at the packers' level be- 
gan to affect many retail 
fod 


stores this week. 


Food shoppers found the situa- 


tion very spotty — even in the 
same neighborhoods some stores 
had plenty of beef to fill the de- 
mand at 
present 
prices, 
while 


other stores were running low. 


But a sthe 
senate-house com- 


mittee on defense p'roduction con- 
tinued its 
investigation

beef shortage, blamed by atle-c 
men on the recent livestock price 
rollback, most 
retailers 
agreed 


the beef supply was tightening up 
fast. The coming week-end 
and 


early next week might well find

Cotton Insect 
Control to Be 
Discussed 


Friday afternoon at 2:30 o'clock 


cotton insect control will be dis- 
cussed at the Warren Nesbitt farm 
near Blevins. Mr. Nesbitt has a- 
bout 75 acres cotton planted on 
April 10th that is beginning to 
square and where boll weevils are 
emerging. On Monday, County Ag- 
ent Oliver L. Adams and Mr. Nes- 
bitt found seven weevils on 100 
cotton, plants observed. 


The exact status of the overwint- 


ering boll weevil is not known at 
present but should be known with 
in the next 10 days states County 
Agent Adams. The last count in 
Louisiana by Entomologists at the 
Federal Stations showed an aver- 
age pf J77 weevils to the acre. The 
dry weather in May and early Junei 
tende dtp retard the emergence of« 
weevils. 
t 


Thrip damage was high in cotton 


prior to the rains. Lady Beetles are 
plentiful and with the help of' the 
past rains appear to have aphids or 
lice under control. Thrips and ear- 
ly aphid damage should soon be 
overcome 


Timing of the application of in- 


secticides is ail important for their 
greatest value in cotton insect con- 
trol. The weevils that emerge be- 
fore squares are formed feed in the 
terminal-»HJ4 of the cotton plants. 
Damaged > plants 
send out 
side 


branches and foon recover. Treat- 
ing large areas and making re- 
peated applications «rf cotton pois- 
ons encourages outbreaks of boll- 
worms, aphids and red seller with- 
out corresponding benefits in weev- 
il control.

—(/P)— The Bell X-5 — first air- 
plane in the world that can sweep 
back its wings in flight — will be 
teste dsoon by the air force 


The tests will be made at Ed- 


wards Air Force base, Muroc, 
Calif., the air force said yester- 
day. No date 
was 
announced 


until ready nt Muroc. 


The jet-propelled X-5 was built 


by the Bell A i r c r a f t 
Corp., 


makers of the rocket-powered X- 
1, the first airplane to fly faster 
than sound. 


It was understood that the X-5 


will be used 
for 
lests 
in the 


trans-sonic speed range — from 
about 90 to about 800 miles 
an 


hour. The speed of sound is about 
700 miles an hour at seal level. 


The official anouncemcnt made 


no mention of actual speeds. 


Unlike the X-l, the X-5 will be 


capable 
of sustained flights over 


longer, periods-* and- will take off 
and land under its own power in- 
stead of being launched in 
the 


air from a "mother ship." 


The first phases of the tests will 


be conducted by Jean L. "Skip" 
Zicgler, 31-year-old chief of Bell's: 
flight research. 


After the tests the X-5 will be 


used as a flying labroalory 
by 


the national advisory 
committe 


for aeronautics. 


The committee will 
investigat 


tho aerodynamic effects of chang- 
ing the degree of wing sweepback 
during flight. 


When the X-5 takes' 
off 
and 


lands, its wings project from the 
fuselage like those of a 
conven- 


tional plane. Once in the air 
lh«! 


wings can be "swept 
back" 
in 


varying degrees 
closer 
to 
llu 


fuselage. 
This 
permits 
greater 


speeds at high altitudes. 


The X-5 is the producl of three 


years of research 
and

Artificial 
Breeding Is 
Spreading 


Artifioal breading of dairy cat- 


tle is increasing in Arkansas and 
throughout the United States, ac- 
cording to Oliver L. Adams, Coun- 
ty Agent, In the stale of Arkansas, 
1083 cows were bred during tha 
month of February through 20 lo- 
cal associations, This number Is an 
increase of 41.0 par cent over Feb- 
ruary of last year. 


According to recent report from 


tho Bureau of Dairy Industry in 
Washington D, C., over four mil- 
lion cows are enrolled in 1053 ar- 
tificial breeding associations in the 
United State*. This figure is on In- 
crease of 14,2 per cent over the 
January number- of last year.
